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Jail for local man after 
meat skewer stabbing

A MAN who “wound himself 
up” at a party in Porthcawl, 
stabbed a fellow guest in the 
chest with a meat skewer, 
Cardiff Crown Court has heard. 

Shaun Cleverdon (25) of 
Newton Nottage Road, Porthcawl, 
was described by Recorder Jeremy 
Jenkins as “a dangerous offender”. 

He admitted wounding Nathan 
Harrison and was jailed for two 
years, two months. Prosecutor 
John Probert said that in March, a 
party took place in the grounds of 
a house in Porthcawl. At the time, 
Cleverdon was living in a log 
cabin in the grounds. At one point, 
Cleverdon confronted Mr Harrison 


and stabbed him in the chest with a 
skewer. 

The court heard that Cleverdon 
had convictions for wounding and 
for possessing a knife. 

He was also convicted in the 
past for an offence of disorderly 
behaviour in Porthcaw, involving 
shouting and swearing at the 
police. 

Cleverdon’s counsel, Meirion 
Davies, said that during the attack, 
he injured himself. 

“When in drink, he loses 
control. References paint a 
completely different picture. He is 
at a critical stage in his life and 
should stay away from drink.” 


The Recorder told him: “My 
concern is that he harms himself 
and it is my duty to protect 
members of the public.” 

He said Cleverdon’s problem at 
the party, which he continued to 
have, was that a former girlfriend 
had ended their relationship and, 
as she was fully entitled to do, was 
associating with another man. 

Added the Recorder: “That 
night, you wound yourself up. On 
three occasions, you armed 
yourself with a bar, a brick and 
finally a meat skewer. 

“Luckily,” he added, “the injury 
was not as serious as it was first 
thought.”

DOCUMENTARY 
film-makers who 
recently put the 
spotlight on 

homelessness in 
Swansea, are 

planning something 
similar for the 
Wildmill estate in 
Bridgend. 

Provisionally titled 
Wildmill - the Forgotten 
Estate - it will be 
broadcast on BBC Wales 
in 2016, if filming over 
the next four months is 
satisfactory. 

The film-makers, 
Chris Rushton and Tracy 
Harris, are the same team 
that made Swansea: 
Living on the Street 
series, an account of the 
realities of homelessness. 

Chris Rushton said, 
“The Wildmill series is a 
chance for the people on 
the estate to have a voice 
and show what life is 
really like. 

“We hope it will shed 
some light on how 
estates like Wildmill 
could be turned around”. 


He said that residents 
told the filmmakers how 
projects like a 

community garden, a 
cycle workshop and 
football teams start up 
and then disappear, 
because there isn’t the 
funding to keep them 
going. 

As a result, there is a 
feeling of abandonment. 

A spokesman said: 
“Wildmill began life in 
the 1970s and like many 
estates of the time, was 
seen as a far better place 
to live than the 
traditional terraced 
streets. 

“Its architects won 
prizes for its design but 
now, 40 years on, it turns 
out the build quality 
wasn’t the best. The 
houses’ low pitched roofs 
weren’t so clever and are 
prone to let in the rain. 
Consequently, damp is a 
recurring problem for the 
1,500 residents and for 
the housing associations 
that manage much of the 
housing stock.”

Suspended sentence for mother 
of three after drugs offence 


A MOTHER of 
three who 

committed a drugs 
offence has been 
given her “last 
chance” at Cardiff 
Crown Court. 

Kayleigh James (26) 
of William Crescent, 
Bryncethin, admitted 
being concerned in the 


possession of cocaine. 
She was jailed for 16 
months, the sentence 
suspended for two years, 
and made subject to a 
supervision order for a 
year. 

Her co-defendant, 
Christopher Wintle (31) 
of Heol-yr-Ysgol, 
Bridgend, was jailed for 
two years, two months. 


He admitted possessing 
cocaine with intent to 
supply. 

James was told by 
Recorder Jeremy 

Jenkins: “You have seen 
what dealing in Class A 
drugs results in. People 
who do that inevitably 
go to prison. Wintle has 
accepted the drugs were 
his. You told a police 


Bridgend man’s sentence 
increased after mobile 
phone is found in cell 


AN INMATE at Cardiff Prison, who 
was serving four years for robbery, 
has received a further two months at 
Cardiff Crown Court for having a 
mobile phone and charger in his cell. 

Liam Hodge (22) of Dunraven 
Place, Bridgend, had been convicted 
by Cardiff Magistrates of possessing a 
prohibited item in prison and 
committed to the crown court for 
sentence. 

Said Recorder Philip Harris- 
Jenkins: “I bear in mind you are 

currently serving a lengthy custodial 
sentence. However, you broke the rules 
and the law. You knew you should not 
have had the mobile phone.” 

He added that anything other than a 
consecutive sentence would send out 
the wrong message. 

Prosecutor Lowri Wynn Morgan 
said that on January 13, officers 


searched Hodge’s cell and found a 
mobile phone and charger in a 
pillowcase. 

Hodge told them: “I’ve had it for 
ages.” 

On the mobile phone were text 
messages Hodge had sent to an ex¬ 
partner. 

When interviewed by the police, 
Hodge said: “No comment” in reply to 
all the questions. 

His solicitor, Adam Sharp, said: 
“He made immediate admissions and 
used the phone to contact his ex¬ 
partner. He accepts he could have 
made contact legitimately on a 
payphone. He is not due for release 
until October 2016. 

“He has had a difficult start in life 
and once had a problem with alcohol 
and drugs.”

He said that on 
January 30, two police 
officers approached 


Wintle in Bryncethin 
and found he had 
cocaine on him worth 
£300. Nearby was 
James, who had £90 and 
a mobile phone. Her 
home was searched and 
from a bedside drawer, 
police found cocaine 
worth up to £3,250. 

Wintle said all the 
drugs were his and 
James had nothing to do 
with them. 

She later told the 
police that they had been 
using cocaine and 
mephedrone every other 
week. 

Stephen Clarke, for 
Wintle, said: “He 
realises custody is the 
likely outcome. In the 
past, he has worked hard 
and faced certain 
issues.” 

He added: “He went 


through a dark phase last 
year and he took to 
drugs. Clearly, he is a 
man who has had 
difficulties. Under the 
right circumstances, he 
will make something of 
his life.” 

Rhodri Chudleigh for 
James said she was 
introduced to cocaine by 
Wintle and deeply 
regretted putting herself 
in a vulnerable situation. 
He said clearly she 
played a lesser role. 
She knew of the drug 
dealing, but didn’t make 
any arrangement. 

For several years, said 
Mr Chudleigh, she had 
suffered depression and 
immediate custody 
would be devastating to 
the family. She said her 
relationship with Wintle 
was over. 


Litchard photographer 
receives jail sentence 


A PROFESSIONAL photographer 
who sexually abused a model who 
was posing for him, has been jailed 
for two years. 

Colin Littley (61) of Litchard 
Bungalows, Litchard, was also 
banned from taking pictures of 
partially-clad or naked women. 

At Cardiff Crown Court last 
month, Littley was found guilty of the 
charge by 11 to one, of three charges 
of sexual assault. 

Littley had denied at any time 
touching the woman’s breasts and 
rubbing her with ice, as had been 
alleged. 

In a victim impact statement read 
at Merthyr Crown Court where 


Littley was sentenced, the victim said 
she felt alone, felt vulnerable and 
struggled to trust men. 

Tim Evans, who defended Littley, 
pointed out that he was a man of 
clean character and he intended on 
release to continue photographing 
clothed people. 

Judge Richard Twomlow said 
Littley had not shown any remorse 
and blamed the victim. 

The impact on her had been 
substantial. 

In addition, Littley was banned 
from owning a camera unless it was 
made available for inspection by the 
police.

Following the 
meeting, the Bridgend 
MP commented: 
“Constituents frequently 
approach me about the 
problems caused by 
pavement parking. It 
represents a danger to 
parents with pushchairs 
and constituents with 
disabilities. 

“For people with 
sight loss, pavement 
parking poses a unique 
set of challenges. When 
confronted with a 
vehicle in their path 
they are often forced 
into oncoming traffic 
which they can’t see. 
This is a daily struggle 
for people with sight 
loss that they should not 
have to endure.’ 

“Regardless of 
disability, people should 
feel safe on our streets. 
The more dangerous our 
streets become, the 
more isolated vulnerable 
people will feel. 
Pedestrian safety is 
essential for a happy 
and cohesive 
community. 

“Pavements are not 
designed to take the 
weight of heavy 


vehicles. As I found out 
to my cost the other 
evening, cracked 
pavements are a further 
safety risk. I tripped and 
fell on a paving slab 
that had been damaged 
by lorries throughout 
the day, injuring my 
arms and legs. 

“The government has 
been reluctant to tackle 
the problem, citing the 
cost of introducing an 
effective pavement 
parking law. But the 
cost of mending 
damaged pavements and 
compensating injured 
pedestrians has yet to be 
calculated. As it stands, 
local governments have 
a complicated 
patchwork of regulatory 
powers that are 
insufficient to meeting 
the scale of the 
challenge. 

“If the government 
continues to take this 
short-term and 
irresponsible approach 
to pavement parking, 
the cost to the public 
purse will continue to 
grow and the danger 
that pedestrians face on 
our streets will deepen,” 
she said.

While 
there is a perfectly good 
argument for extra 
housing in the county 


borough, the council 
also has to consider the 
best use of the available 
land. 

“As Shadow Tourism 
Minister, I have to ask 
how this site can 
improve Porthcawl’s 
tourism offer as well as 
enhancing the 

environment and 

opportunities for 

residents themselves. 

“This is the gateway 
to our main holiday 
resort and adjacent to the 
very site where leisure 
and tourism facilities are 
being planned by the 
Harbourside 
Development group and 
the council itself. 

“Leaving this land 
empty for almost two 
decades has done 
nothing to enhance 
Porthcawl’s appeal to 
tourists or residents’ 
pride in the town. I 
believe that a top-quality 
mixed development of 
the site, which can, of 
course, include housing, 
is a better answer,” she 
insisted. 

“I would like 
constituents to 

encourage the council to 
consider how this site 


could maximise local 
and tourist use of the 
harbour area and, 
critically, footfall flow 
into the town centre. 

“I would also urge 
them to negotiate a 
Section 106 agreement 
that is a bit more 
imaginative than just 
offloading a tricky 
situation with the 
museum and art gallery. 
Perhaps a developer 
could look at how it 
could help the council 
meet demand for Welsh 
medium education in the 
town - just as an 
example.” 

She concluded: 
“Bottom line - people in 
Porthcawl are fed up 
with endless delays to

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Major changes lie ahead for 
Parliament after SNP influx 


WESTMINSTER 

NOTEBOOK 

Bridgend MP MADELEINE 
MOON’s report from 
Westminster for The GEM. 



I T was a week that reflected 
the history and tradition of 
the UK and changes that 
have the potential to rock our 
foundations. 

Monday saw the second reading of 
the Scotland Bill enter the floor of the 
Commons. The bill fulfils a 
commitment made during the 
Independence referendum that a Scottish 
parliament and government would be 
recognised as a permanent part of the 
British constitution. 

This seemingly simple statement 
hides a morass of problems, because 
Britain does not have a written 
constitution and no Parliament can bind 
a future one to behave or act in any way. 
This issue will run and run. 

The bill goes on to give a variety of 
new powers to the Scottish parliament 
including increased tax-raising powers, 
some welfare benefits, road signs, speed 
limits and managing of licenses for 


onshore oil and gas resources. The bill 
has now gone into committee and will 
continue to be fought out on the floor of 
the House of Commons. 

The influx of new Scottish MPs has 
created some tensions in the Chamber 
and not just because of clapping and 
seating. One was told it was not 
acceptable to read a newspaper in the 
Chamber, another entered the wrong 
voting lobby (and then locked himself in 
the toilet refusing to come out). Finally, 
there was the member who shouted at a 
minister to “Behave yourself, woman”. 

I have lots of new best friends, most 
of whom want me to support them in 
becoming Chairs of Select Committees! 
That decision was being resolved on 
Wednesday this week. 

We then move on to vote for the 
members of select committees. I may 
well make more new friends in the 
coming week. 

Tuesday brought the EU Referendum 
Bill to the Commons. The battles are 


mainly over the usual who, what, when 
and how questions. Who gets to vote, 
how it is paid for, when it takes place 
and what arrangement will be put in 
place for purdah. 

The term ‘purdah’ describes the 
period immediately before elections or 
referendums when restrictions on the 
activity of government and civil servants 
are in place. There are suggestions that 
purdah will not apply to this referendum. 
Watch this space for lots of fireworks. 

Thursday brought a different and 
more traditional form of drama to 
Cardiff. I attended the presentation of 
new colours to the Royal Welsh 
Regiment at the Millennium Stadium by 
Her Majesty The Queen, the Colonel-in- 
Chief of the Regiment. 

The regimental band played, the 
soldiers marched into the stadium along 
with Shenkin the goat. The regiment 
marching with a goat at their head as a 
mascot dates back to at least 1777 to the 
then Royal Regiment of Welsh Fusiliers. 


Such an ancient regiment has many 
outward marks which distinguish it. 

The three black ribbons on the colour 
of the jackets known as The Flash (an 
old slang word for a wig) date back to 
the time when soldiers wore pigtails that 
were powdered and greased. To protect 
the jacket, the pigtail was enclosed in a 
‘queue bag’. In 1808, the hair was 
ordered to be cut close to the neck but 
the regiment kept the ribbons which 
made up the queue. 

The regiment has also marched since 
1887 behind eight pioneers wearing 
white buckskin aprons and gauntlets 
who in the past prepared the route for 
the battalion before the days of good 
roads. 

The ceremonial handing over of the 
colours and inspection of the regiment 
was very moving. The stadium was 
crowded with guests, including large 
numbers of schoolchildren who cheered 
and waved Welsh flags. When the 
colours were blessed and the three 


priests said Amen, there was an echoed 
‘Aaaamen’ from the children which 
echoed around the stadium. 

I was fortunate to be invited with a 
number of other guests to have lunch 
with Her Majesty. I sat with a former 
colonel of the regiment, who made a 
most fascinating companion and whose 
life has been one of devotion to his 
country in a most moving way.

‘Young are second 
class citizens’ 


THE number of 
people with 
diabetes in 
Bridgend has 
reached an all-time 
high of 9,529 
according to new 
figures released 
today by Diabetes 
UK Cymru. 

The new figures, 
extracted from official 
NHS data and published 
at the start of Diabetes 
Week, show that the 
sharp rise in diabetes 
cases in recent years is 
continuing with 177,212, 
people diagnosed with 
the condition across 
Wales. 

If this trend carries 
on, then in 10 years it is 
estimated that 288,000 
people in Wales will 
have diabetes. 

Many cases of Type 2 
diabetes can be 
prevented - but there is 
no way of preventing 
Type 1. 

With so many people 
now living with the 
condition, NHS Wales 
needs to prioritise giving 
people the education 
they need to manage 
their diabetes well. 

At the moment, 
diabetes education is 
barely provided, 
resulting in devastating 
health complications, 
including amputation, 
blindness and stroke. 

Beyond the human 
suffering, diabetes costs 
NHS Wales nearly £500 
million a year, 80 per 
cent of which is spent on 
managing avoidable 
complications. 

Diabetes UK Cymru 
is calling on NHS Wales 


and the Cardiff and Vale 
University Health Board 
to ensure people living 
with diabetes in the area 
are provided with 
education and support to 
manage their condition 
on a day to day basis 
effectively. 

Diabetes UK Cymru’s 
director, Dai Williams, 
said: “Over the last 
decade we have seen the 
number of people with 
diabetes rising at an 
alarming rate and these 
latest figures are a stark 
call to action - we must 
act now or face the very 
real danger of diabetes 
devastating the lives of 
even more people, and 
threatening to wreck the 
already over-burdened 
NHS. 

“We know that most 
people newly diagnosed 
with diabetes are not 
offered a group 
education course. This is 
despite strong evidence 
that giving people the 
knowledge and skills to 
manage their diabetes 
effectively can reduce 
their long-term risk of 
complications. 

“While Welsh 
Government made a 
commitment to improve 
access to timely 
structured education for 
people with diabetes 18 
months ago, little 
progress has been made. 
Now, we need to see 
health boards across 
Wales making this a 
priority for their patients 
living with diabetes. 

“Without this we will 
continue to deny people 
living with diabetes in 
Wales the best possible 
chance of living long 
and healthy lives.”

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Old comrades’ pilgrimage 
from Sarn to the Somme 


IT was a typical 
Welsh summer 
morning, wet, wet 
and more wet, as 10 
members of the 
Bridgend Branch 
Comrades 
Association, Royal 
Welsh (24/41 Foot, 
RRW) set off from 
Sarn services 

heading to the 
World War One 
battlefields of the 
Somme. Our main 
aim was to lay a 
wreath at the 38 
Welsh Division 
Memorial at 

Mametz Wood. 

There’s not a lot of 
excitement in a long 
drive along the M4, M25 
and on to the ferry port at 
Dover. At first glance, 
the sea did not look too 
friendly. There was a lot 
of white water breaking 
on the surface. 

Our onward journey 
south through France 
passed quietly and we 
arrived at Longueval, 
where our self-catering 
accommodation was 
situated. 

Our first visit was to 
the memorial at 
Thiepvel. This imposing 
memorial, the largest, 
was designed by Sir 
Edward Lutyens, 

Constructed from red 
bricks and white 
limestone was build 
between 1928-32 has the 
names of 72,000 UK and 
South African dead with 
no known grave. 

At Beaumont-Hamel 
is the Newfoundland 
Memorial. On July 1, 
1916, men from the 
Newfoundland Regiment 
were decimated by 
machinegun fire. A 
network of trenches has 
been preserved at this 
site. 

A short drive away at 
La Boisselle is the 
Lochnagar crater, which 
is the site of a huge 
explosion that took place 
on July 1, 1916. The 
crater measures some 
300ft wide by 75ft deep. 


The Somme museum 
at Albert is well worth a 
visit. Housed in 
underground tunnels 
with sound, light and 
images, one can get an 
insight into the daily life 
in the trenches. 

At Mametz Wood near 
the village of Mametz, 
wreaths were laid at the 
38Welsh Div memorial 
to commemorate men of 
the Welsh Regiment, 
South Wales Borderers 
and Royal Welsh 
Fusiliers who took part in 
this battle. 

In the photograph (left 
to right) are Mel Thomas 
(SWB), TomWhite 
(SWB), Geoff Durke 
(SWB Standard bearer) 
and Bill John (WR). 

In the background, 
Mametz wood can 
clearly be see with the 
open ground in front that 
soldiers had to cross in 
front of the well dug-in 
German machine guns. 
In total, the Division 
suffered 4,000 casualties. 
Infuriatingly, many of the 
British shells that had 
been fired in the initial 
bombardment failed due 
to faulty shells. A short 
walk into the woods 
showed just how dense 
was the undergrowth. 

At Longue val is the 
museum commemorating 
the South Africans battle 
at Delville Wood, a well 
presented tribute to the 
commonwealth troops 
who also made the 
ultimate sacrifice. 

Next year is the 
centenary of the start of 
the Somme offensive. 
Accommodation in the 
area has been pre-booked 
for the last seven years, 
that gives an idea of the 
interest shown in the 
event. 

I’m glad we got in 
early and were able to 
explore in some degree 
of calm and absorb the 
enormous sacrifice made 
by men of the 38 Welsh 
Division. We will 
remember them.

AN ABMU speech 
and language 
therapist has been 
honoured for her

Karen Bowen was 
presented with a special 
operations award by 
South Wales Police to 
commend her for her 


contribution to the Keep 
Safe Cymru campaign. 

Launched in 
December, the scheme 
aims at helping people 
with a learning disability 
and communication 
needs. 

Registered users are 
encouraged to carry a 
card listing their name, 
emergency contact 
details as well as health 
and other important 
personal information so 
they can get the 
appropriate help if they 
are taken ill or feel 
unsafe. 

A direct phone line on 
their card will put the 
registered individuals in 
touch with a trained 
operator at the South 
Wales Police call centre. 


The operators will 
have access to 
information about the 
individual’s needs to 
help them deal with the 
call appropriately and 
seek the right kind of 
support to quickly 
minimise distress. 

Principal speech and 
language therapist Karen 
is one of the ABMU 
staff members who work 
as part of Cardiff 
Community Learning 
Disabilities Team. 

She was heavily 
involved in the 
development of the card, 
advising on suitable 
resources to support 
accessible information 
about the card and the 
development of training

The South Wales 
Police training and 
development department 
has used the resources to 
train around 350 call 
operators. Karen also 
scripted and recorded an 
online training clip for 
officers which will be 
made available via the 
police internal network. 

Karen said: “The 
awards were given by 
the police force so was 
nice to be recognised as 
an external agency. I am 
very happy to be 
involved and hope one 
day it become an all- 
Wales scheme that 
covers everybody. 

“The card helps to 
provide early 
notification of 
someone’s needs so they 
can get the appropriate 
support. It is helping 
give someone a voice 
that might have 
previously gone 
unheard.” 

The free scheme, 
which has more than 300 
users registered on its 
secure database, is 
already making 
difference. 

SAFE RETURN 

Karen said one 
registered service user 
who regularly travels 
independently from his 
home in Cardiff had 
come to the attention of 
police in Merthyr. 

Police asked him if he 
had a Keep Safe Card 
and were then able to 
support him 
appropriately and 
contact relevant people 
to ensure his safe return. 

She said: “Some 
people with learning 
disabilities can get in the 
wrong place at the 
wrong time. Having the 
card meant he wasn’t 
detained and wasn’t 
subjected to a mental 
health assessment which 
saved not only time and 
resources for the police 
and health service but 
also minimised distress 
and confusion for the 
individual. It was great 
to hear feedback like 
that.” 

ABMU’s professional 
head of speech and 
language therapy 
Christine Griffiths said: 
“We are really proud of 


Karen. Her work is of 
the highest standards and 
her contribution to 
developing materials for 
training has supported 
the police in 
communicating 
appropriately with 
people with learning 
disabilities leading to 
more effective 
interventions.

NEWS FROM FONMON APIARY

S WARMS and more 
swarms is the order of 
the day! My own bees 
have swarmed and calls are 
coming in all of the time. 

This month is proving to be a 
very active one. The swarming of 
bees is a perfectly natural event; it 
is after all how the species ensures 
its survival. 

What was one colony will now 
become two. One of the major 
triggers that bring about a swarm 
is usually the lack of space in the 
hive; at this time of the year, a 
queen bee can be laying up to 
2,000 eggs per day! Why this 
many? 

Well, the life of a worker bee 
(all workers are female) is 
measured in weeks - six weeks is 
about all they last - they literally 
work themselves to death to 
provide for the needs of the 
colony, so new bees are a must if a 
colony is to survive. 

What is the format of our 


beehives we talk about? They are, 
in essence, wooden boxes set upon 
a base (floor). However, the 
dimensions of these simple boxes 
have to be accurate - because 
precision in honeycomb 
manufacture is something that the 
bees excel at. 

There is within the hive a very 
definite bee space! This space is 
there so that the bees can 
manoeuvre between the wooden 
frames that we beekeepers insert 
into a hive. 

In their turn, these wooden 
frames have to be constructed to 
precise measurements to maintain 
that required bee space. 

The bees will not tolerate any 
dimensional infidelity on the part 
of the beekeeper. 

So what is the bee space? It is 
6mm. When a frame is inserted 
into the hive it is so constructed 
that it meets the demands of the 
bees: it is shy of the internal walls 
by this magic number and also has 


the same spacing on its underside. 

Trying to describe this bee 
space is not too straightforward, 
but those of you reading this 
article would soon understand if 
you ever got to observe the inner 
workings of a beehive. 

So room to expand has to exist 
within a beehive; the beekeeper 
can add extra boxes to provide the 
bees with more room and, 
hopefully, control swarming - but 
things don’t always go to plan and 
after all swarming is how the 
species ensures its survival. 

The poor beekeepers are left 
nonplussed when, despite their 
best efforts, their bees decide to 
depart... 

This beekeeping year is 
producing a variety of conditions 
and the bees are handling the 
variable weather well enough. 
Will we get a honey crop this 
year? Who knows! As always, the 
weather is the dominant factor in 
the honey bee’s world.

Welsh Government 
springs a surprise 
on council mergers 


AFTER months of speculation 
in the light of the Williams 
Commission’s plan to reduce 
the number of councils in 
Wales, the Welsh Government 
has surprised commentators 
with its own preferred two 
options, writes PHILIP IRWIN. 

It plans to cut the number of 
councils by more than the co mm ission 
suggested, and is looking to reduce the 
number from 22 to either eight or nine. 

For the two councils in The GEM’s 
circulation area, it’s a case of ‘as 
expected’ for the Vale, but it’s quite a 
surprise for Bridgend (BCBC). 

While the Vale Council is expected 
to join with Cardiff, Bridgend is being 
lined up as part of a trio with Rhondda 
Cynon Taf (RCT) and Merthyr. 

In effect, it is a return to the old pre- 
1995 boundaries, as the Vale and 
Cardiff become what used to be south 
Glamorgan, and BCBC, RCT and 
Merthyr go back to the old mid- 
Glamorgan set up. 

However, speaking on Radio Wales, 
the former BCBC leader, Jeff Jones 
(now a local government consultant) 
said that the reorganisation was 
dependent on Labour winning a 
majority at next year’s Assembly 
elections, as none of the opposition 
parties had shown any inclination to 
support these proposals. 

He said that there was a potential for 
old resentments to resurface, as in 
South Glamorgan days, the Vale had 
felt squeezed out by the dominance of 


Cardiff, while in Mid-Glamorgan, 
Merthyr had felt that Bridgend had the 
dominant position. 

From a purely monetary point of 
view, it appears that Vale council tax 
payers will benefit, as Cardiff sets a 
lower rate than the Vale, so presumably 
an equalling out exercise would see 
Vale rates fall and Cardiff rates rise. 

From the same standpoint, Bridgend 
council tax payers look set to lose out, 
as BCBC sets the lowest rate of the 
trio, meaning that a similar levelling 
out would mean a council tax rise! 

It makes no difference to the Vale or 
Bridgend whether the Welsh 
Government opts for eight or nine. 
Two north Wales authorities, Isle of 
Anglesey, Gwynedd, Conwy and 
Denbighshire, and also Flintshire and 
Wrexham, would combine into one if 
the ‘eight’ option was taken. 

Public Service Minister Leighton 
Andrews said: “The case for fewer 
local authorities in Wales is compelling 
and widely accepted. We cannot afford 
to miss this opportunity to reform and 
reshape our councils to drive funding 
into improving frontline services. 

“I want to emphasise this is not a 
final decision. It is the next phase in 
our public debate. Following that, we 
will publish and consult on a draft 
‘Mergers and Reform’ Bill in the 
autumn. 

“This will include further, formal 
consultation on our proposals for local 
authority mergers and include a 
Regulatory Impact Assessment. 


LDP is ‘a sham’ - councillor 


A Dinas Powys 
councillor has told 
The GEM he 
believes the new 
LDP is little more 
than “a sham”. 

Chris Franks, Plaid 
Cymru, a Vale and 
community councillor, 
gave evidence before the 
Vale’s environment 
committee on Tuesday 
evening, June 16, but 
said the meeting was a 
“missed opportunity”. 

He said: “It was very 
disappointing. It was an 
opportunity for the 
public to have its say on 
the LDP, but the only 
people there were from 
Dinas Powys, because 
we told them (about the 
meeting). 


“I gave evidence and 
said that the community 
council took the LDP 
very seriously, and we 
were disappointed that 
the views of the 
community council had 
been ignored. 

“We feel the LDP is a 
sham. It hasn’t addressed 
traffic problems and 


public transport issues. 
We are also disappointed 
by the number of houses 
proposed - the numbers 
are guesswork.”

Council, was another

Calls made for a 
Vale councillor to 
step down after 
‘betrayal of trust ’ 


THERE have been calls for 
Vale councillor Rob Curtis to 
resign after he issued a 
statement last week 
confirming that he had 
pleaded guilty to a charge of 
common assault. 

In his statement, Coun Curtis 
said that while working as a 
volunteer warden on Skomer Island, 
he had placed his hand on the leg of 
a female volunteer, intending it as a 
“friendly gesture”. 

He went on to say that he had 
accepted the charge of common 
assault in the hope of “bringing this 
stressful matter to an end”. 

However, Coun Shirley Hodges, 
Plaid Cymru group leader on Barry 
Town Council, said: “Being a 
councillor, on the Vale Council or 
Barry Town Council, is a position of 
trust - and I believe he has betrayed 
that trust. 

“I’m angry that he portrayed 
himself as some kind of victim of the 
judicial system in his ‘public 
apology’ published in the press. 


“The only possible outcome is for 
Robert Curtis to resign as a 
councillor, and if the Labour Party 
allow him to continue to represent 
their party, then it undermines all of 
the work they have done in the 
Assembly on gender equality and 
ending violence against women.” 

Dennis Harkus of Barry also 
wrote to The GEM, expressing 
concerns. He said: “His self-referral 
to the Ombudsman may give the 
impression to some of a bold and 
noble gesture, but a referral to his 
voters would have been the more 
honourable thing to do”.

breach. 

Gwerfil gave an 
interesting talk about the 
history of Dyffryn 
House. There was a 
house, belonging to the 
Bishop of Llandaff, on 
the site as early as the 
7th century. In 
Elizabethan times, the 
house was known as 
Cwrt Defaid and it 
became known as 
Dyffryn in the 18th 
century when it was sold 
to the Pryce family, who 
built a Georgian manor 
house on the site. 

In 1891, the house 
passed into the hands of 
the Cory family. This 
family originated from 
Devon and were traders, 
moving goods between 
Cardiff, Devon and 
Ireland. The Cory 
family progressed from 
being traders to 
becoming shipping 
agents and then with the 
boom of Cardiff they 
became ship owners and 
colliery owners. 

The family was also 
known for philanthropic 


work in the community. 
The house and estate 
were sold in the 1930s to 
Sir Cennydd Traherne, 
who really only wanted 
the estate and he offered 
the house and gardens to 
the county for 
educational purposes. 

The house was then 
used for courses and 
conferences, but the 
fabric of the house fell 
into disrepair. The 
National Trust became 
involved with Dyffryn 
just over two years ago 
and it is gradually being 
restored. 

Two members, Enid

Henry, were lucky to be 
chosen to go the recent 
garden party held at 
Buckingham Palace as 
part of the celebrations 
for the centenary of the 
WI.

“We would urge 
owners to get their pet 
cats neutered as they are 
such prolific breeders. 


Just one unneutered cat 
can produce up to 18 
offspring in a year, so 
neutering will help to 
prevent more unwanted 
kittens like these in the 
future.”

dinosaur trainer Owen 
(Chris Pratt), who has 
managed to form a 
relationship with the 
dreaded velociraptors.

smartphones rather than 
taking in the spectacle 
the park has to offer. 

It means that this 
time around, there is 
work to be done to try 
and persuade audiences, 
yet also to satisfy the 
numerous fans that the 
franchise has, 
something the film 
takes great pains to 
address and they run 
that tightrope very well, 
even if it sometimes 
harks back a little too 
much at times. 

The main ‘story 
beats’ (children whose 
parents are getting 
divorced get lost in the 
park, adults with child 
intimacy issues, 
company men with 
nefarious schemes) all 
feel fully realised 
thanks to the first film, 
while several set-pieces, 
although cleverly 
nodding to the first 
film, feel a little too 
familiar. 

Also there are some 
plot points (one 
ruminating on the idea 
of velociraptors being 
used as a surrogate 
armed forces) that don’t 
quite work that well in 
the overall scheme of 
things. 

However, to 
concentrate on this does 
Trevorrow and 
company a great 
disservice, as this is 
patently a passion 


project for the director, 
and one he handles with 
aplomb. He shows a 
wonderful ability to 
meld CGI and real 
animatronics together, 
creating a world that is 
both spectacular and 
also realistic, while the 
film has the look and 
feel of Spielberg’s 
original offering but 
without slavishly 
copying it. 

The new addition to 
the dinosaur villains’ 
gallery, the Indominus 
Rex, is suitably violent 
and deadly (perhaps the 
key reason for the 12A 
certificate), a fearsome 
amalgamation of several 
animals and dinosaurs 
that is less an attraction 
and more a lean, mean 
killing machine. 

The human 
characters feel a little 
two-dimensional, yet 
imbued with character 
by the performers, so 
Chris Pratt’s stoically 
heroic man of action, 
Bryce Dallas Howard’s 
uptight manager, and Ty 
Simpkins and Nick 
Robinson’s wide-eyed 
youngster and phone- 
obsessed teenager 
respectively, are all 
given extra shades 
thanks to the 
performers. 

As summer 
blockbusters go, 
Jurassic World is an 
assured, wildly- 


entertaining thrill ride 
of a film, overseen by a 
director whose first shot 
at the big leagues is a 
success - the whiff of 
nostalgia is more than 
prevalent, but when it 
comes to this franchise, 
what’s not to love about 
that? 

VERDICT: A shot 
of nostalgia but a thrill 
ride on its own terms, 


Jurassic World is an 
entertaining blockbuster 
that’s difficult not to 
enjoy. Treading the line 
between offering 
something fresh and 
exciting, and harking 
back to the franchise’s 
best moments, this is a 
strong offering.

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PALETTES AT THE READY AS ARTISTS 
TAKE UP CHALLENGE IN PORTHCAWL 




DOUBLE the 
entrants and 
double the prize 
money - that’s the 
plan for Art 
Challenge Wales 
2016 after this 
year’s inaugural 
event in Porthcawl 
captured the 
imagination of 
budding and 
experienced artists 
alike. 

The competition 
challenged artists to 
paint, draw, sculpt or 
sketch a masterpiece in 
just one day. Participants 
began the morning with 
a blank canvas and were 
invited to set up at any 
location of their choice 
in the town. 

Artists aged from 11 
up to their 80s took part, 
with Karen O’Shea from 
Cardiff winning the first 
prize of £500 for her 
mixed-media piece 
entitled ‘The people and 
coast of Porthcawl’. 

She used seaweed and 
shells that she found on 
the beach, made paper to 
hold it all together, and 
then painted her work 
once it had dried. 

A public vote saw 
Cardiff’s Kate Evans 
take the ‘People’s 
Choice’ award, while 
15-year-old Porthcawl 
Comprehensive School 
pupil Alice Webber won 
the junior competition 
for her watercolour 
painting of Newton 
Beach. 

Art Challenge Wales 
founder Philip Vaughan 
said: “We couldn’t have 
expected the first year of 
this event to have gone 
any better. There were 
68 artists taking part, 
and to see them all 
spread out across the 
seafront and the town 
centre to create their 
work within such a tight 
timescale was a fantastic 
sight. 

“Understandably, as it 
was a competition there 
are some artists who 
were disappointed not to 
win, but I would like to 
congratulate everyone 
who took part. The 
judging panel certainly 
had some difficult 
decisions to make. 

“Some travelled from 
as far afield as 
Pembrokeshire and 


Bristol, and each and 
every one of the artists I 
have spoken to has said 
that they’ll return next 
year. I’m absolutely 
bowled over by the 
response and, having got 
the event off the ground, 
we’ll be aiming for 
double the number of 
participants in 2016. 

And to entice more 
artists to get involved 
I’m willing to double 
the prize money too. 

“I’ve also been 
speaking to some 
contacts from 
Porthcawl’s twin town 
in France - Saint 
Sebastien Sur Loire - 
and they’re really 
excited about this event 
and are extremely keen 
to get involved. I 
certainly believe that 
this one-day art 
challenge has the 
potential to become a 
firm favourite in the 
Welsh arts calendar.” 

The non-profit event 
was supported by 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) with funding 
from the Welsh 
Government’s Town 
Centre Partnership. 

Coun Charles Smith, 
BCBC’s cabinet member 
for regeneration and 
economic development, 
said: “It was great to see 
the start of what is 
clearly destined to 
become a much 
anticipated annual event. 
I might even dare to 
compete myself next 
year! Well done to 
everyone involved. 

“As well as 
showcasing the high 
calibre of local artists, 
and giving them a 


chance to shine, the 
event also attracted 
participants from further 
afield and I’m sure that 
the visitor numbers will 
rise year on year. 

“There was a real 
buzz around the town, 
and it was also a fitting 
way to kick off the 
‘Support Your High 
Street’ campaign which 
highlights the vital role 
our local high streets 
play in community life. 

“Please look out for 
further details of any 
other events and 
initiatives that may take 
place near you soon as 
part of this campaign.”

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Marathon walk to

A MARATHON walk will take 
place later this month to raise 
money for a Vale day centre for 
people with disabilities. 

Two years ago, a walking group was 
set up at the Scope Skills Centre in 
Sully, as part of the Vale Fit 4 Wales 
programme.

Mongolian yurts — 
Llynfi’s best-kept 
tourism secret! 



SHADOW Welsh Tourism 
Minister Suzy Davies has 
praised one of the Llynfi 
Valley’s “best kept secrets” - a 
holiday centre at Lletty 
Brongu, where visitors stay in 
Mongolian yurts! 

The Cwm Tawel holiday centre was 
set up by residents of Bryn Terrace in 
Llety Brongu, who jointly own and run 
it as a co-operative social enterprise. 

The village has had communal 
allotments for some time but four years 
ago, they decided to branch out into 
providing holiday accommodation. 

The centre’s only employee is Phil 
Williams - all the other workers, 
including his wife Sandra, are 
volunteers. After the group had their 
initial idea, they set about importing 
four Mongolian yurts more usually 
seen on the vast steppes of their home 
country. 

Phil said: “Initially, we were going 
to have tipis, but we did some research 
and realised that the yurts would be 
better.” 

The site was leased from local 
farmers, Irene and Eiryl Garfield, who 
have been totally supportive of the 
plan. After planning permission was 
obtained, the team set about erecting 
the yurts - each with its own decking 
and barbecue area plus a communal 
round house where the holidaymakers 
can gather in the evening to socialise 
and cook in the special oven built of 
stone. 

But the site also boasts a wooden 
building where a kitchen is located, 
with its own Rayburn, plus a range of 
microwaves, kettles, refrigerators and 
the like. 


Next door is a shower block and a 
series of earth toilets. And there’s also 
a hot tub heated by a wood boiler. All 
of this was built by Phil and the 
volunteers. 

The Tory regional AM for South 
Wales West was very impressed with 
the entire development: “This is a 
wonderful concept,” she said. “The 
location is fabulous with beautiful 
views of surrounding countryside. 

“It’s a great place to just get away 
from everything but it is also close 
enough to Llangynwyd, where the 
visitors can pop into the local pubs for 
a meal or a drink and also get what 
they need in local shops. So it brings 
money into the area and everyone 
benefits.” 

Some of the volunteers are on 
placement from employment agencies 
and are taught a variety of skills, 
including dry stone walling, hedging, 
wood carving, fencing and gardening. 

The centre has a poly tunnel, where 
the volunteers grow a variety of food 
stuffs which is on sale to the guests. 
Craft courses are also available for 
them. 

Guests have come from as far afield 
as Canada and Australia while others 
have travelled just a few miles to stay. 
Each yurt sleeps five people. 

Suzy added: “This is a prime 
example of how a group of people 
committed to a great idea and made it a 
success for themselves and the local 
economy. It has been meticulously 
planned and executed. 

“This is the sort of innovative 
tourism that Wales needs - something 
that shows Wales can be about the 
unexpected as well as the warm 
welcome.”

ANGLERS are 
being urgently 
asked to help 
conserve fish 

stocks - by agreeing 
to release all the 
salmon and more of 
the sea trout they 
catch in 2015. 

Natural Resources 
Wales made the plea this 
week following reports 
that salmon numbers in 
Welsh rivers seriously 
declined last year and 
while sea trout numbers 
were more variable with 
some rivers performing 
well, others are showing 
continuing decline. 

“As part of efforts to 
address this, NRW would 
like to see anglers release 
all the salmon and more 
of the sea trout they catch 
to ensure more fish 
migrate upstream to 
spawn and produce more 
juvenile fish to help 
boost stocks,” a 
spokesperson said. 

At present, an average 


of 78 per cent of salmon 
and sea trout are released 
after being caught. 
Figures from the Wye 
and Taff, where 
mandatory 100 per cent 
catch and release 
byelaws are in place, 
suggest that catch and 
release can have a 
positive effect on fish 
stocks. 

Both the Wye and Taff 
have shown an 
improvement in salmon 
numbers in 2014 and are 
now predicted to move 
out of the ‘at risk’ 
category by 2019 thanks 
to a combination of catch 
and release and 
improvements in habitat 
and water quality. 

Fish stocks in a total 
of 23 salmon and 27 sea 
trout rivers are assessed 
annually in Wales and 
placed in risk categories. 

The assessments based 
on 2014 figures show 23 
salmon rivers either ‘at 
risk’ ,or ‘probably at 
risk’.

Last week he announced that he is 
going to sell the UK Government’s 
shares in the Royal Bank of Scotland 
at a loss of £7 billion.

There are serious questions about 
why he wants to do this and why the 
taxpayer has to take this loss. Surely 
it would be better to wait until the 
bank is in a stronger position and sell 
the shares at a profit? 

I suspect that he is short of money 
to pay for the manifesto pledges that 
David Cameron made at the general 
election and needs to have a fire 
sale. It’s a shame that all of us will 
have to take the loss. 

Cardiff Airport goes from strength 
to strength. Those who’ve been there 
will see the improvements that have

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Spirited and brave Wales take gigantic 
step towards Euro 2016 qualification 


T HE build-up to Wales’ encounter 
with Belgium at the Cardiff City 
Stadium on Friday night was 
prefaced with much talk about it being 
one of the biggest games in the history 
of the national side. 

While the enormity of the fixture could not be 
doubted (and a sell-out crowd attested to that), 
the truth is that this Belgian test was another step 
up the ladder for a team who had, thus far in their 
qualifying campaign for next year's European 
Championships, impressed and surprised in equal 
measure. 

Belgium arrived on the back of being named 
the second best side in the world via the FIFA 
world ranking system, but with a squad weakened 
by skipper Vincent Kompany's suspension and 
Marouane Fellaini missing through injury. 

Add to that Eden Hazard’s assertion that, on 
the back of his adventures for club and country, 
he was feeling tired, and the scene was set for a 
night where maybe, just maybe, the stars would 
align for another famous Welsh victory. 

That those stars aligned was as a result of a 
professional, disciplined performance by the 
Welsh team, particularly in defence, as the 


Belgians struggled to find a way through a 
rearguard action marshalled by imperious captain 
Ashley Williams, but with James Chester, Chris 
Gunter (moved from his usual right-back position 
to centre-back), Ashley Richards and Neil Taylor 
pushing their bodies to the limit to keep out the 
seeming never-ending stream of Belgian attacks. 

It was a nervy opening 20 minutes or so from 
Wales, who seemed to allow Belgium to dictate 
the pace and tempo of the game, with danger man 
Hazard, as well as Kevin De Bruyne, getting on 
the ball a little too regularly for Coleman’s liking. 

However, buoyed by a sellout crowd of 33,000 
fans, creating an atmosphere not seen since the 
heady days of Wales’ Euro 2004 qualifying 
campaign, when Wales put Italy to the sword, the 
men in red soon battled their way back into the 
game. 

On the 25 minute mark Gareth Bale (winning 
his 50th cap) was quickest to react to 
Nainggolan’s weak back header, and controlled 
the ball with his chest before calmly dispatching 
it through Thibaut Courtois’ legs to give Wales 
the lead. 

This goal not only sent the crowd wild, but 
gave renewed optimism and confidence to the 
Welsh, and Hal Robson-Kanu (whose hard work 


alone up front deserves mention) should have 
done better with the goal at his mercy after 
Ramsay’s effort was saved by Courtois. 

The game ebbed and flowed after that, in a 
match that was high in tempo and spirit but low 
in quality, with the Welsh rearguard nullifying the 
attempts of Hazard and De Bruyne to get 
Belgium back in the game. 

When their constant pressure came to naught, 
and the final whistle was blown to exultant 
scenes, Wales celebrated a victory that solidified 
their position in the box seat of Group B, moving 
three points clear of their visitors, and, more 
importantly, five points clear of third place Israel 
with four games remaining. 

It is also worth noting that this win should not 
only see Wales enter the top 10 of the FIFA 
rankings next month, but also put them into the 
top seeds when the draw is made for the World 
Cup qualifying groups, meaning the Welsh should 
avoid the big guns. 

This result marked Wales’ best start to a 
qualifying campaign, with four wins and two 
draws in their opening six games, but it would be 
churlish to consider the job done, not least with 
tricky trips to Cyprus and Bosnia to come. 

But with Israel and Andorra having to visit 


Cardiff, Coleman's team have their fate very 
much in their own hands. 

There were some negatives, most notably 
Aaron Ramsay’s inability to get a foothold on the 
game and cause the problems he is more than 
capable of creating, while Coleman has instilled a 
greater level of quality in the team’s play that 
went unseen on Friday. 

But in a way it is fitting that style was very 
much overshadowed by substance as Wales 
battled their way to what may be the pivotal 
result in their hopes of heading to France next 
summer. 

The comment of ‘brave Wales’ used to be a 
balm to soothe the wounds of defeats where we 
put up a strong fight before being dispatched by 
our opponents; yet after Friday night’s exertions 
it can now apply to our ability to face our 
opponents head-on and grind out results, a facet 
that has been sorely lacking in the national team 
for a long time. 

We'll know more after September’s double- 
header against Cyprus and Israel, but on the 
evidence of Friday, the dream is edging ever- 
closer to reality.
